Execution of William Rose, the 


Minnesota Murderer. 


BUNGLING WORK OF THE HANGMAN. 


When the Trap Is Sprang the Bope 


Breaks and the Murderer Falls to the 
Ground—A Second Noose Adjusted and 
the Job Finish.J -Atroalona Murder In 
Denver Caused by Jealousy—llllnol* 
FarmeisCapture H Burglar. 


REDWOOI* FILLS, Minn., Oct. 16.—Will- 


lam Roue was hanged soon after mid- 
night Friday morning under the new law, 
which requires that all executions must 
take place butween midnight and dawn 
and out of sight of all newspaper men. 
The marder was a sensational one, be- 
hind which there was a romance. Roue 
oame to Redwood county from Pike 
oaunty, Ills., where he was born Jan. 81, 
1861. 
Here he fell in love with Miss 


Grace Lufkin, a pretty girl of 20 years, 
tha daughter of Hoses Lufkin. The girl 
reciprocated Rose's love, but on tbe ad- 
vice of her father refused to see her lover. 


Proved a Double Tragedy. 


Rose was angered at this and one even- 


ing at dusk shot Lufkin dead through an 
open window while the latter was con- 
versing with a neighbor. Miss Lufkin 
being deeply despondent went to Chicago, 
where at the home of a married sister she 
committed suicide by cutting her throat 
with 
a razor. 
Rose was given three 


trials. His case went through tho state 
supreme court and the United States su- 
preme court, aud the governor twice set 
the day for his execution. Rose wrote a 
long letter to the press Thursday, in 
which he charged a farmer named ^Glover 
with committing the murder. 


The Hangman's Bungling Work. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 16 —A special to 


The Journal from Redwood Falls says: 
William Rose was hanged at daylight Fri- 
day morning. At 4.36 the trap was sprung 
but the rope broke with a snap. 
Without 


a moment's delay the limp body was 
picked up aud placed face downward on 
the scaffold. A second noose was pulled 
down and adjusted. The trap was sprung 
again at 5 o'clock without attempting to 
place tbe body on its feet, and a proc- 
e>s of slow strangulation ensued.

Three Newspaper Men Killed in 


a Wreck 


AN OPEN SWITCH AND A TRAGEDY. 


The Engineer Goes «ith Them—Becov- 


ety of the Frightfully Mangled artd 
Crushed Corjises—Sent on an Assign- 
ment for Their Paper, They Bide on 
the Engine to 
Kternlty — Leonard 


Washburne, 
the 
Weil-Known Base 


Ball Reporter, One of the Dead—Other 
Fatalities. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 16.—A horrible accident, 


resulting in the death of three members 
of The Inter Ocean staff and the serious 
injury of several other passengers, oc- 
curred on tho Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
•ailroad 
yesterday 
morning about 11 


o'clock at Crete, Ills. The dead are: 
Leonard Wasburne, sporting reporter for 
The Inter Ocean; Fred W. Henry, a re- 
porter who came here recently from Lou- 
isville; J. A. McAfferty, an artist, recently 
from Philadelphia; James Clark, engineer 
of the train. The train left Evansville 
early yesterday morning, and proceeded 
safely to Crete, where it ran into an open 
switch. 


Will Never Write Dp That Bide. 


The three men who were killed were on 


the engine, Henry and McAfferty having 
gone out for the purpose of writing up a 
midnight ride on the. fast train, and 
Washburne, who was returning to Chi- 
cago from an Indiana trip for the purpose 
of attending Thomas R. Weddell's wed- 
ding, which occurred here last evening, 
having joined his friends on the engine. 
The accident came without warning, and 
as the locomotive plunged from the track 
the four men were caught and completely 
buried beneath the wreck. 


Wus a Deadly Assignment for Them. 
At 4 o'clock Wednesday evening McAf- 


ferty and Henry boarded engine No. 6 for 
a trip to Evansville. Ind. The boys had 
been assigned to write up a night ride on 
the engine which 
was to 
have been 


printed m Tho Intcr-Ocenn under the 
head 
of "lhat Night 
Ride." 
They 


reached their destination safe enough and 
almost immediately started back. The 
train was behind time long before it 
reached Crete, Ills. At this point there is 
a switch running into a little wooden 
roundhouse. Tho train was running at 
a high rate of speed aud dashed on to this 
switch, which had by accident been left 
open. This is the whole story. Nothing 
but a pile of debris was left after the first 
crash. The building fell on the wrecked 
engine, burying everything and making 
it for tho time impossible to move the 
dead and injured. 


HOW THE BODIES WERE FOUND. 


Washburne's Scalded from Head to Foot 


—Henry's Head Split Upon, 


The train remained on the track, while 


the engine, with tender and baagage car, 
plunged toward the round house. About 
eighty passengers were on the train, but 
all escaped unhurt. After the debris had 
1 ecu cleared .iway, beneath the big boiler 
a head could be seen crushed almost flat. 
Here was ^ foot protruding from under 
an iron plate. In another spot was a hand 
boiled into a jelly. After straining with 
levers nud derricks the tender was moved 
slightly, and the body of tho first man 
was taken out 
This was Leonard Wash- 


burne. The steam had rushed over him 
from head to foot, scalding every inch of 
his flesh. An iron bolt had been pushed 
through his skull above the ear, penetrat- 
ing the brain. 


Henri's Frightful Fate. 


McAfferty and Henry were reached at 


2 o'clock, but 
life was extinct in both. 


The former's neck was broken and his 
face was ^o scalded with the steam that 
he was, unrecognizable. Henry's body lay 
across that of the artist. His head was 
split open and the brains were scattered 
over the breast of his companion. En- 
gineer Clark was the last one to be taken 
from the wreck. He was found under 
the temler, having evidently been thrown 
there when tbe engine made its final 
plunge into the cinder pit. His head, 
cracked like an eggshell, projected from 
beneath 
the tender. 
His legs were 


broken in several places and his clothes 
were burned aud his flesh scalded by the 
steam. 


WaKhbnrne's Base Ball Reports. 


Leonard Wiishburue had been in the 


newspaper business m Chicago for about 
four yeurs. Previous to his coming here 
he had been employed as the general 
librarian for a western railroad. Two 
years ago he was engaged in the sporting 
department of The Inter Ocean. He was 
assigned to base ball work and immedi- 
ately inaugurated a bright, new style of 
writing quite peculiar to himself. His 
baseball articles were read with great 
interest, not only iu Chicago, but all 
over the country, as some of his work was 
considered the best and brightest work 
of the kind ever done. This season he 
signed his articles, and in this way gained 
a national reputation as one of the best 
base ball reporters in the business. 


The Other Two Victims. 


Washburne was tall and well-built and 


n youuji man of quite a handsome ap- 
pearance. He was very welt liked by all 
his companions. His bright disposition 
and constant cheerfulness won him many 
friend". He was a thoroughly good fellow 
and will be greatly missed by the news- 
paper men who know him. James Mc- 
Afforty came to this city about two weeks 
ago from St. Louis, where he had been 
employed on Tho Post-Dispatch for a 
number of years. Previous to going to 
St. Louis he worked on the Philadelphia 
Press. Fred Henry was 87 years old and 
had been employed on The Inter Ocean 
for about two weeks, having come here 
from Louisville. 


All the ttoules Terribly Disfigured. 
The remains of the three men reached 


this city shortly after 9 o'clock last night. 
They were met by a delegation of 100 rep- 
resentatives of the daily and weekly pa- 
pers and press associations, who followed 
tho casketa to Jordan's undertaking es- 
tablishment. All of the bodies were ter- 
ribly disfigured. A call was issued last 
evening for a mass meeting of newspaper 
men today to take appropriate action ou 
the deaths of Washburne and his- associ- 
ates.

H 
men threatened to go ou a strike; Niedriog 
bans told them they might do as the; 
pleased about that. He had used the mei 
for his purpose: he had secured the dut; 
which he was after, and at the same tiru 
he had raked in the title of "patriotic An 
erican." He had no further use for tb 
men who assisted m lifting him to his posi 
tion of eminence, profit and honor. Th 


• men were compelled to go on a strike: an< 


even thisdid them no good. Xiedriughau 
held the whip hand, and he was so basj 
admiring his new patriotism that he had n 
time to waste on working people. 


The first break he made after tbe inaug- 


uration of the strike was to try to get the 
permission of this country's authorities to 
import workinginen from Europe, anc 
under contract at that. He was a patriot 
who was looking for "^o. 1." 


But The Kep is specially anxious to have 


u§ know that these patriotic Arntneass 
wanted the tin plate workmen to get on 
American 3uilwUr« they could patronize 
our farmer. Hadn't the tin plate dipper 
always been a customer of our farmer? He 
buys American grain when he is workine 
in Wales, aud he pays a higher price for it 
there than be will in this country 


Now does our farmer care whether his 


customer is on the other side of the Atlantic 
or on this? In his dealings with the man- 
ufacturer of tin plate-, the question with our 
farmer is, bow much tin can he get for a 
bushel cf wheat. If he can get a pound 
more under the old arrangement, that is the 
one he wants. If he can get still more by 
having tin put on the free l.st it is to las in- 
terest to hr.ve the duty removed. 


Our farmers have not reached the point 


where they are ready to ran a charitable In- 
stitution for the benefit of imported Welsh- 
men. That foreigner is now a customer of 
ours, and it has long been his desire to in- 
crease the trade. We have been taught by 
republicans that it is not safe to trade with 
him while he is willing to work cheap. 
In 


fact, any desire to extend trade relations 
with him has heretofore been put down as 
something unpatriotic. 


But now it is proposed to import rim 


pay him higher wages than he has hereto- 
fore been willing to work for, and then 
trade with him. This is called patriotism. 
It will probablv not be long until we hear 
it called good business 


What kind of a game are we running 


anyway? Is this country a large poor 
bonse to take care of the unfortunates of 
every other nation? Our republican friends 
pretend that they want to bring more work 
men into the country in order that there 
may be more purchasers in the home mar 
ket. What is the matter with making pur 
chasers of all those who are now here? It 
seems that we have more workmen than 
can can get jobs. We have a few thousand 
people in this country who are not pur- 
chasers In our home market for the reason 
that they have not a chance to earn money 
that would allow them to go into any kind 
of a market Before this country turns its 
attention to importing more workmen 
would it not be a sensible thing to try to do 
something for those now here? There is no 
use for us to try to parade as a 
bowered asylum for humanity.

that we have already got more on our bauds 
than we can attend to. 


It is hard to see why our farmer should 


be asked to pay Niedringhans a premium 
for bringing an old patron across the ocean 
Whan tbe Welshman gets over berehe 
won't pay any more for bis wheat than he 
does now; tbe truth of the matter is he wil 
not par quite as much. Tbis question is 
one of dollars to our farmers. They are 
not plowing com and working in the whea 
field* for patriotism's sake. If they can 
dispose of a crop to better advantage in 
Wales than in Pennsylvania they will take 
about • half-minute to learn that patriotism 
redounding to the benefit of Niedringhaus, 
baa nothing to do with business.

peace. All are regarded as trespassers 
who have not obtained permission to 
hunt on the land 
upon which they 


are found. The vexatious task of proving 
titles is no longer imposed upon the land 
owner. If sportsmen wish to avoid trouble 
they should obtain the owner's permission 
before entering any inclosure.
